•Blough didn't give the effort to put news 
Juice In the hearing a good college try. For 
example, they wandered Into an Informative 
discussion of how Macy's and GImbel's In New 
' York set prices and compete with each other. 

Kefauver then moved to the; price of eggs. 
He read a letter to a paper from a f armer who 
complained that he was not getting a cost- 
of-living Increase In the price of his eggs 
"which he was selling. 

Eventually, when the conversational de- 
' tours were passed, Kefauver, aslced Blough 
if he would supply the subcommittee with 
a breakdown of all the costs which went into 
one ton of steel. 

"There's no other way to draw final con- 
clusions," Kefauver sflld. 

Blough replied that he considered this in- 
formation a competitive secret. 

Then Keef said that the subcommittee 
would take the cost breakdown, keep It con- 
fidential and only report It' as an average, 
figured In with the same Information from 
other steel companies. 

Blough said he didn't think he could do 
that and the U. S. Steel phase of the hearing 
ended. It took up 784 pages of testimony.

For eight long years the free world has 
had to rely upon usually Inadequate and In- 
frequent accounts of life behlrid the bamboo 
curtain In Communist China. 

Most of these have come from once-ira- 
prlsoned soldiers, missionaries, traders and 
the like. Generally untrained as observers, 
they have seldom been able to g;ive us a 
penetrating report. 

Now af last we will have a chance for a 
comprehensive and yet probing look at Chi- 
nese life after eight years of red rule. 

The state department is allowing some two 
dozen American correspondents to enter the 
country to report what they see. 

It goes without saying that the Pelplng 
government is not Interested in having these 
reporters divulge any brutal and embarras- 
sing truths. The Communists will do their 
level best, as they do In Russia and its satel- 
lites, to control what the U,, S. newsmen will 
see. 

But perfect control Is Impossible, of couriie. 
And we can be ysure that the American re- 
porters who go Into China will measure up 
to the high standard of U; S. Journalism— 
which means they are trained as no others 
anywhere to dig beneath the surface, to see 
what was not intended for viewing. 

Coupled with the greater freedom now 
Riven western newsmen In Russia and at least 
part of Its satellite orbit, this entry Into Red 
China represents a potentially significant 
gain in the quest for truth on the vast 
Eurasian land mass. 

It Is Incredible to think that since 1949 
the tree world has betn virtually blacked out 
from any steady, sure knowledge about Hie 

iiost^popifloua-coun try-on-earth; 

Now that the barrier Is being lowered, at 
least for the time, wo count upon our sea- 
soned news observers to bring us a lively, dis- 
cerning and full account which \vlli more 
than make, up for all the years of sparse 
and distorted news about China. 

And we count upon them to do It without 
any stage playing the propaganda game which 
the Chinese Reds undertook when they In- 
vlti^d our reporters to come In.

Democratic "liberals" will mike 
K bid (or the youth and old folks vote, which far 
exceeds the racial bloc o( 15,000.000. There are lots of 
votes In the valleys of youth and the hllLi of age. 

CONGRESS NEGLECTS IMPORTANT MATTERS 

—It will not be a mere political gesture. Many serious 
minded membcri believe that the stnte."i and cities 
cannot bear then burdens alone. '«>id that they have 
become a subject of federal consideration and solu 
tlon. 

They argue that congre.ss appropriates many mil 
lions for numeroiw federal agencies— the federal bu 
reau of Investigation, the treasury agents and the 
postofflce inspectors— to catch criminals, most of 
whom are less than 30 years old. But the same con^ 
grcss does not spend a nickel to keep youngsters 
from straying Inio paths o( crime.

Many a Rovernor or mayor may lose out be 
cause of the opposition's challenge that they have 
been as dcllnQUcnt as congress In neglecting this 
problem. 

The Republican nominee for mayor of New York 
has made Juvenile crime and delinquency a major 
Issue In his contest against Mayor Robert F. Wagner 
The latter has responded by silencing officials who 
know and would like to publicize the extent of Juvenile 
a.s.sau]ts upon society. 

This tisue,' despite congressional Indifference, will 
be raised in such metropolitan areas as Philadelphia. 
Detroit, Chicago, St. Louis, Los Apgeles and San 
Francisco, to mention only a few places. If they seek 
reelection, the governors and mayors In those ureas 
should clean up quickly.

SOCIAL SECURITY BENEFICIARIE.S— Tlie prin- 
cipal problem Involving the old folks concerns the 
amount of money which they are permitted to earn 
after they have retired at 65, and have become ellglbis 
for social security payments, 

The maximum which they may cam now Is, *1.200 
a year without forfeiting social security benefits. But 
they may collect from Uncle Sam this same amount 
even if Ihey receive a million dollars In Investment 
Income. Critics of the system maintain that this is 
an unfair and an unreallstlo arrangement. 

With today's inflationary prices pressing on fixed 
Incomes, even If a husband and wife receive the 
maximum soclsl security payments of about (2.000 a 
year, and If they earn the permitUd maximum of 
$1,200 a year,' they cannot live comfortably atid de- 
cently In retirement. The capltol hill mall on IhU 
subject far exceeds constituents' complalnU on any 
other domestic or foreign issue, ^'hich makes the 
congressional falling almost unbelievable. 

Numerous neglected bills before congress would In- 
crease the $1,200 maximum of legal earnings to U,- 
000. Some would outlaw any limitation on "earned 
Income," as against money from Investments. Theh* 
sponsors contend that the boost would tend to de-' 
crease delinquency among the youngsters and their 
grandparenLs.

SEED BURNED LANDR 

Many thousnnds of acres of ranReland hnvB bepn 
burned ovpr thU hot nnd dry aummer throughout 
the Inlermountalii WpsI. 

Blackentd areas which had bern covprcd with dry, 
Ibw-type grass nnri brush extend fl.s far h.s the fye 
can see In a ahocklng number of sections, particularly 
in southcentral Idaho, where towns, farms and other 
valuable property have been damaged or endangered 
by racing flames. 

Much of the land U publicly owned, a great deal 
of It administered by the federal bureau of land 
management. Many years of unregulated or inade- 
quately controlled grazing, plu.s some delibprate and 
unwtsfi burning, have removed the desirable forage 
and only form of plant life, largely cheat grass, re- 
mains. This Is highly Inflammable when mature and 
a poor range cover. 

After the land has been burned over rnndltlnns 
are jjood for ro.srrrilng the land into desirable grasse,? 
which are not only more palatable for llvejitock bill 
put down deeper roou and serve as a better protec- 
tive cover for the fioll^ These gra-sses, particularly the 
wheat grasses, remain green longer even in drought 
conditions nnd therefore do not burn at every drop 
of match or cigarette. 

The bureau of land management has respedlng pro- 
grama under way but the Job of rehabilitating som? 
150 million acres of federal range is incredibly lar(te. 
Pundn should be available to reseed the burned over 
rangelands &o that beneficlcal graces will sprout ns 
soon as moisture (alls. Cooperative programs should 
be ready lo gn, particularly In acute problem areas. 

A bureau of land management report says about 
50 per cent of federal range lands are In a state nf 
severe lo critical erosion and 32 per rent are eroding 
moderately. ThU Is kom waste— desirucllon of tnp- 
soll. Cheat grass should be replaced wllh desirable 
plants.— Salt Lake Ti-lbune.

WASHINGTON— After months of 
hearings. before the senate commit- 
tee inyestlgating labor racketeering, 
with evidence of gangsterism and 
corruption on a wide scale, organized 
labor In this country Is laced with 
an unhappy choice. 

The APL-CIO must purge Itself 
of those who have hidden behind 
the filth amendment to conceal the 
wrongdoing uncovered by committee 
Investigators, as well as those who 
have brazened out 
the tactics ol vlo- 
lence-'and coer- 
cion developed In 
the hearings. Big 
labor's executlve| 
council Is faced 
with the demand 
to discipline and 
perhaps purge 
such powerful mo-j 
guls, as Maurlcel 
Huuheson of the 
Carpenter's union 
and James R. 
Holla, who seems likely U) replace 
Dave Beck as president of the Team- 
sters' union. . , ..^ 

But to do this theatens to rock 
the uneasy 'balance ol power with- 
in Iht organization. The unions In- 
volved were the bulwark ol the APL 
before the merger with the CIO. 
It the Teamsters and the builders 
should resist disciplinary action by 
walking out. the CIO and the In- 
dustrial unions would be dominant. 

Conlronted with this, unhappy 
choice and with the shocked reac- 
tion of the public to the disclosures 
before the McClellan commllU:e, 
some AFL-CIO leaders are now say- 
ing that, after all, the trade union 
movement Is a business like any 
other business and why should any- 
one expect unlon.s to have higher 
ethical standards? Big business, so 
the argument runs, is more corrupt 
and more ruthless than big labor, 
and so why should labor be put on 
the defen.slve because a lew union 
olllcinis have been corrupted? 

Al J. Hayes, head of Ih? Interna- 
tional Association of Machinists and 
chairman of the AFL-CIO ethical 
practices committee. In an arUcle 
entitled "Critics In Gla.ss Houses, 
demHnd.s to know why there should 
be such Indignation against organ- 
ized labor when corruption in other 
areas has gone almost unnoticed. 

"Perhaps moral Indignation, 
"Hayes wrote, "like charity should 
begin at home. Corruption, as I 
have noted before, Is a disease which 
infects society at large, nnd ils^mnn 
llesUiUon In the labor movement Is 
merely part of the total picture. I 
cannot accept with good grace 
much of the criticism which eman

But for many la the labor move- 
ment It Is not' enough for the pot 
to call the kettle black. These lead- 
era who insist the AFL-CIO nust 
clean house are makinK an Is^e of 
the Hutcheson case. 

A sharp skirmish occurred at the 
recent council meeting In Chicago 
when, with some reluctance, the 
council agreed to take Jurisdiction In 
the Hutcheson matter but to post- 
pone^CtlQn. 

Hutcheson's allies in the building 
trades pointed out that he was not 
accused of misuslnK union funds. 
When hs took the fifth amendment 
before a senate committee he was 
being questioned about a deal that 
netted $80,000, divided among his 
alleged co-consph-ators (including 
two other Carpenters'. union execu-; 
tlves) who were said to have had 
Inside Information about a projected 
highway in Indiana. Was tliis fraud, 
as had been suggested before the 
committee, or was It Just a business 
deal 'such as any business man 
might have entered Into? And 
Hutcheson, who inherited a consid- 
erable fortune as well as control of 
the union from hia father, was not 
using unlpn funds. 

But this was not a sufficient an 
swer for Walter- Reuther of the 
United Auto Workers and James B. 
Carey of the International Union of 
Electrical Workers. Reuther chal- 
lenged the right of the unions to 
a double standard of morality. 
Careyi Insisting the council must 
take action, read from the AFL' 
CIO's own code of ethical practices 

"The American labor movement 
has ever been quick in its denuncia 
tlon of public officials who betray 
their trust. We have been equally 
critical of businessmen who have 
used corrupt methods and bribery to. 
gain their selfish, acquisitive ends. 
We mu-st be equally quick to recog- 
nise and condemn those Instances 
of racketeering, corruption and dis- 
regard of ethical standards when 
they occur inside our lab*- move- 
ment." 

The council meets In New York 
on Sept. 24 for a showdown on the 
accased union leaders. Beyond 
Hutcheson are Hoffa and the Team- 
sters' union officials who ducked 
behind the fifth amendment. 
Whether Blg^labor can survive the 
shattering Impact of this challenge 
is a question no one can answer 
with certainty.

A 32-year-old Bremerton, Wa.sh., 
mountain climber who shattered a 
leg In a 12-foot toll Into a crevas.se 
high on Mt. Rainier was rascued In 
a hazardous, 17-hour operation Sun- 
day. 

George Saln.sbury fell Into the 
crevasse Saturday while attempting 
to scale the south face of 14,408- 
foot Mt. ■ Rainier with two com- 
panions, Arrjold Bloomer, 26, and 
Ray Barker, 2S. 

Salnsbury's left leg was fractured 
twice when he tumbled onto the 
Jagged Ice at the bottom o< the 
crevasse at- the 8,000-foot level. 

Barker hurried for aid while 
Bloomer lowered himself Into the 
crevasse and made Salnsbury, Olym- 
pic area Boy Scout council execu- 
iive, as comfortable as possible with 
a sleeping bag and a tiny camp 
stove. 

Barker, meanwhile, slipped and 
scrambled five miles down the 
mounUln and ran another five miles 
to Mt. Rainier National park ranger 
headquarters heVe, where- a team of 
20 rescuers, mostly rangers, was 
hastily assentbled and dispatched 
to Salnsbury's aid.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 27 ItPI- 
In- the mahogany-paneled battle- 
Iletds of International commerce, a 
bare-knuckle scrap Is shaping up 
over whether America's airplane 
builders will dom'Inile tha new age 
of turbine trovel. 

The piston engine era la coming 
to a close. American plane builders 
have awamped the field for 30 
years. 

The Jet era Is opening, and the 
British and French have declared 
themselves In for a fair piece o( It. 
In the shadows Is the Soviet Union, 
obviously preparing to equip the Jet 
airlines of the communist bloc. 

The battle _of illde rules, salci 
chartj and hig h-finance la a quiet 
one so far as the public Is con- 
cerned. But the more observant 
man-on-the-strect >aw part of It 
earlier this year when two shiny new 
forelgn-bullt airliners toured the 
United States. 

First come the British-made Bris- 
tol Britannia, a huge, lour-englned 
turboprop luxury Job dubbed "the 
whispering giant." 

Behind It came the French twin- 
Jet Caravelle, burning almost as 
much champagne lu It did gasoline 
as It hopped from city to city. 

On both occasions, American 
builders watched glumly as the vis- 
itors offered free rides to airline 
executives while imlllng salesmen 
poured cocktails and propaganda. 

Both planes were beWnd the Brit- 
ish Vlckers Vlsoouiit, the smooth 
turbo-prop plane that has been In 
airline service now lor more than a 
year. 

The pure Jet plane la powered by 
the thrust -Irom lis propellorlesa en- 
glnea. The turlio-ptop geta iXt power 
both from the propeller and the 
thrust from the engines' eJthauslsL_ 
— Aa-of-todaKrAnerlcinnHSiiufse^ 
turers have yet to roll out thoU- first 
production Jet airliner. Great Brit- 
ain's Do Havllland company flew 
the four-Jet Comet II five years ago. 

This upsurge of foreign competi- 
tion has made Itself felt. , 

Figures of one year ago ahowed 
that of some i,m transport alrcralt 
In service throughout the world. 85 
per cent were Amerlcan-bullt'. To- 
day there are about 1,225 Jet and 
turbo-prop aircraft on order by .the 
world's airlines— and only about 74 
per cent will be American. 

This Is not exactly causing chaos 
In American circles. As Boeing, 
Douglas and Oonvair close In on 
their delivery dates, their Jet sales 
are holding brisk. Their orders lor 
the next four yein total 722 Jets 
compared with !6 orders lor the 
Comet rv and the Caravelle. 

But In turbo-props. It's Britain's 
Vlckers and Bristol firms with" 258 
orders to only ISg for' America's 
I^ckheed and Falrchlld. • p- 

British aviation experts believe 
and rightly so, Ihit the emergence 
of the Caravelle and Comet IV In 
the short-to-medlum market may 
force American manufacturers to 
spi;ed their own activity In that 
Held.
